Mahavishnu ‘charisma’ does it all

After seeing Mahavishnu Orchestra 
at Berkeley Community Theatre Nov. 16, 
we gave away our Who tickets. It would 
have been a big let down to hear fan- 
tastically performed MUSIC by virtuoso 
musicians, and then four nights later be 
subjected to crashing, clunking chords 
emitted by a NAME, because that’s 
what the Who amounts to. 

The Who depend on their equipmeni- 
destructing, Woodstock-relic reputation 
to draw crowds, and play a form of 
“safe” rock, never deviating from its 
original form, consequently becoming 
boring and tiresome. Also their capitaliz- 
ing on the name “rock opera’”’ is really 
redundant when you consider there are 
other people doing the same form, not 
calling it “rock opera’, and doing it so 
much better. 

Providing relief is the Mahavishnu Or- 
chestra. Mahavishnu John McLaughlin, 


on double-neck guitar, is influenced musi- 
cally by John Coltrane, Alice Coltrane 
and Miles Davis; and spiritually by Sri 
Chinmoy and his Hindu teachings. On 
violin, Jerry Goodman, late of the Flock; 
keyboardist Jan Hammer; bassist Rick 
Laird, and drummer Billy Cobham, all 
blending their expertise to create a truly 
spiritual feeling of joy. 

Mahavishnu John opened the show by 
asking for the customary minute of sil- 
ence, and for once the lunatic fringe of 
shouts and jeers was not present. Abso- 
lute silence from a crowd of over 1,000 
is an awesome thing. : 

The slow ringing of the gong, the 
mounting echo of the 12-string guitar, 
and the mind sails off with “Birds of 
Fire’. Next came a previously uwnre- 
corded (and presumably all-new) piece, 
then the acoustic “A Lotus on Irish 
Streams”, a funky, “You Know You 
Know”, and in closing, “One Word’. A

quick encore of ‘Celestial Terrestrial 
Commuters,” and we found ourselves on 
the road. It all lasted two hours, which 
was two hours too short. 

The songs performed followed the gen- 
eral pattern of theme statement, inter- 
pretations in trios, duos, and solos, then 
total group extrapolation back to the 
main theme climax. Along the way, 
hints of other songs popped in and out 
with subtle time changes, and complex 
rhythms rose and fell to the side. 

The song adhering the most to the on- 
record form (and perhaps the best one 
done?) was “One Word”. The build-up 
of violin phrase, then guitar phrase, then 
moog phrase, all speeding up and over- 
lapping one another until all are playing 
in unison was incredible. Unfortunately, 
during the drum solo, the percussion syn- 
thesizer quit working, but Cobham’s tre- 
mendous agility turned out to be the only 
thing needed to produce the one drum 
solo in rock that doesn’t get boring. 

The Mahavishnu Orchestra is definite- 
ly not to be missed. What the rock maga- 
zine Crawdaddy said of John McLaugh- 
lin can also be said for the whole group. 
“It is one of the few super groups whose 
charisma is rooted above the groin.”
